in the Thirty-eighth year of the reign of his late Majesty 
King George the Third, intituled, " An Act for the Sale of His 
« Majesty's Quit Rents, Crown and other Rents, and of the Lands 
5 “ forfeited in the years one thousand six hundred and forty-one, and 

“ one thousand six hundred and eighty-eight, and other Lands yet 
“ remaining undisposed of, in sucli manner and under such Provisions 
*• as are therein mentioned," it was enacted, towards raising the Supply 
granted to His Majesty, That it should be lawful forthe Commissioners 
w for executing the office of Lord High Treasurer of the said King- 
dom, or the Lord High Treasurer for the time being, by and with the 
consent of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, to sell and dispose of all 
or any Quit Rents, Crown Rents or Composition Rents charged on or 
payable to Ilis Majesty, his Heirs and Suceesors, out of any honors, 
, - manors, towns, lands, rectories, tithes, fairs, markets, ferries, tenements, 
and hereditaments in manner thereinafter mentioned ; any law or laws 
to the contrary notwithstanding; and also to sell or dispose of all or 
any lands, tithes, tenements and hereditaments forfeited to the Crown 
on account of the Rebellions which broke out in the said kingdom, in 
20 the year one thousand six hundred and forty-one, which remained 
undisposed of under the Acts therein mentioned ; and also to sell or 
dispose of all or any lands, tithes, tenements and hereditaments, for- 
feited to the Crown on account of the Rebellion which broke out in the 
said kingdom, in the year one thousand six hundred and eighty-eight, 
2 X and no” sold pursuant to an Act therein also mentioned : And it 
' was amongst other things further enacted, That every person, trustee, 
A guardian, 
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guardian, committee, body poliitic, corporate or collegiate, who should 
be desirous to purchase any such Quit Rent, Crown Rent or 
Composition Rent, should give unto the Commissioners for executing 
the office of Lord High Treasurer of the said kingdom for the time 
being, an account of the honors, manors, towns, lands, rectories, tithes, 5 
fairs, markets, ferries, tenements and hereditaments out of which the 
Rent or Rents which he or they were desirous to purchase, was or were 
payable, and of the particular Rent or Rents and Fees payable for the 
same, and the price which he or they was or were willing to give for 
the same, and should at the same time declare whether he or they was 10 
or were desirous that the Rent or Rents so intended to be purchased, 
should be extinguished or should subsist for the use of such pur- 
chasers, and his or her heirs and successors : And it was further 
enacted, That in case any purchaser should desire that the Rent so to 
be purchased should be extinguished, then upon payment .into the 15 
receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer in manner therein mentioned, of such 
sum as should be approved of by the said Commissioners for executing 
the office of Lord High Treasurer, or by the Lord Treasurer, by and 
with the consent of his Excellency .the Lord Lieutenant, for the purchase 
of such Rent or Rents and Fees, a Certificate should be given by the 20 
proper officer of the receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer, setting forth 
the name or names of the honors, manors, towns, lands, rectories, 
tithes, fairs, markets, ferries, tenements, and hereditaments out of which 
the Rent or Rents purchased was or were payable, with such description 
thereof, corresponding with the record of such Rent or Rents in His 25 
Majesty’s Exchequer, as would be sufficient to ascertain the same, to- 
gether with, the particular Rent or Rents and Fees payable thereout,' 
and declaring that the Rent or Rents so purchased was or were 
purchased in order that the same should cease, which certificate 
should be inrolled in the Office of the Auditor of the Exchequer; g 0 
and from the time of such inrolment the Rent or Rents so pur- 
chased should cease, and the honors, manors, towns, lands, rec- 
tories, tithes, lairs, markets, ferries, tenements and hereditaments- 
out of which such Rent or Rents was or were payable, should be- 
exonerated and. discharged therefrom; And it was thereby' further 35 
enacted, That where any purchaser should desire that the Rent’ so - 
to be purchased should subsist for the use of him or her or his or her 
heirs, then,, upon payment into the receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer 
of such sum as should be approved of by the Commissioners for 
executing.the office of Lord High Treasurer, or the Lord High Treasurer 40 
for the time being, by and with the consent of his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, for the purchase of such Rent or Rents and Fees, a like 
certificate should be given, save that such certificate should declare 
that the Rent , or Rents so purchased was or were so purchased to 
the use of the purchaser, and his or her heirs, and such certificate 
should be. inrolled in- manner aforesaid ; and from the time of such- 

inrolment, 
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inrolment, the Rent or Rents so purchased should be vested in the 
purchaser or purchasers, his her or their heirs and assigns : 

And whereas the said recited Act of the Thirty-eighth year of the. 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, was amended by an

And whereas by an Act passed in the T bird year of the reign of 
„ His present Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled, “An Act 

“ to authorize the sale of Quit Rents and other Rents, and the sG.It.c.w. 
.. sa i e an d demise of Lands, Tithes, Tenements and Hereditaments, 

“ the property of His Majesty in right of the Crown in Ireland,' 
the said several Acts hereinbefore recited were repealed ; and it was 
ao enacted, That from and after the commencement of that Act, it should 
he lawful for the Lord High Treasurer or the Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasury of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, or any three or more of them, from time to time, 
under the rules and regulations in that Act contained, to contract 
,, for the sale and disposal, and to sell or dispose of any Quit Rents, 
j Crown Rents or Composition Rents payable to His Majesty, arising in 
Ireland', and also to sell and dispose of any lands, tithes, tenements or 
hereditaments situate in Ireland, which were or should be the property 
of His Majesty, his Heirs and Successors, in the right of the Crown, 
under any conviction, attainder, escheat or forfeiture, or under any Act 
3 ° or Acts in force in Ireland, or otherwise howsoever : And it was thereby 
further enacted, That every person, trustee, guardian and committee, 
and body politic corporate or collegiate, who should he desirous and 
should oiler to purchase any such Quit Rents, Crown Rents or Com- 
,, position Rents, should deliver or cause to be delivered to the Commis- 
35 sioners of His Majesty’s Treasury for the time being, an account of the 
'honors, manors, towns, lands, rectories, tithes, fairs, markets,, femes 
tenements and hereditaments, out of which the Rent or Rents proposed 
or desired to be purchased, was or were payable, and of each particular 
40 Rent or Rents, and the Fees payable for the same, and the price which 
any such person or corporation should oiler and be wdhng to give 01 
the purchase of the same, and should at the same time declare wnethei 
such person or corporation was or were desirous that the Rent or Rents

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so intended to be purchased should be extinguished or should subsist 
for the use of any purchaser, and the heirs or assigns of such pur- 
chaser : And it rvas further enacted, That in case any purchaser should 
desire that any Rent to be purchased as therein mentioned should be 
extinguished* then upon payment into the receipt of His Majesty’s Ex- 5 
chequer in Irclaml, according to the course of the said Exchequer, of 
such sum as shall be approved of by the Lord High Treasurer or the 
Commiseioners of His Majesty’s Treasury of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland , for the purchase of such Rent or Rents and 
Fees, a certificate should be given by the proper officer of the receipt of 10 
His Majesty’s said Exchequer, setting forth the name or names of the 
honors, manors, towns, lands, rectories, tithes, fairs, markets, ferries, 
tenements and hereditaments, out of which the Rents purchased was 
or were payable, with such description thereof, corresponding ivith 
the record of such Rent or Rents in His Majesty’s Exchequer in Ireland, 15 
as would be sufficient to ascertain the same, together with the several 
particular Rent or Rents, and the Fees payable thereout, and declaring 
that the Rent or Rents so purchased was or were purchased in order 
that the same should cease and he extinguished, which certificate should 
be inrolled in the office of the Auditor of the Exchequer in Ireland, 20 
after payment of the whole of the consideration money agreed to be 

paid, and from the time of such inrolment the Rent or Rents so pur- 
chased should cease and be extinguished, and the honors, manors, 
towns, lands, rectories, tithes, fairs, markets, ferries, tenements and 
hereditaments out of which such Rent or Rents was or were payable 
should be exonerated and discharged therefrom : And it was thereby 
further enaoted, That where any person should be desirous that any 
Rent so to be purchased should subsist for the use of the purchaser, 
and the heirs and assigns of such purchaser, then and in such case 
upon payment into the receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer in Ireland 
according to the course of the said Exchequer, of such sums as 3« 
should be approved of by the Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners 
0 His Majesty s Treasury, for the purchase of any such Rent or Rents,

And whereas the said lastly recited Act has been repealed by an Act 
passed in the present Session of Parliament, intituled, An Act for

And whereas from time to time after the passing of the said recited 
Act of the thirty-eighth year of the reign of his. late Majesty King 
George the Third, numerous proposals in writing for the purchase of 
Quit, Crown and Composition Rents, were delivered by or on behalf of 
parties desirous of purchasing the same to the Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasuries of Great Britain and Ireland, in winch Proposals 
respectively were set forth conformably with the enactments fa the 
recited Acts, or one of them contained, the names and descriptions of 
the intending purchasers, an account of the honors, manors, towns, lands, 
rectories, tithes, fairs, markets, ferries, or tenements and hereditaments, 
out of which the several Rents desired to be purchased were payable, 
and of each particular Rent, and the Fees payable for the same, the 
prices which the intending purchasers were willing to give for the same, 
and whether the intending purchasers were desirous that the Rent or 
Rents so intended to he purchased should be extinguished, or should 
subsist for the use of the purchasers, and the heirs or assigns or suc- 
cessors (as the case might be) of such purchasers ; and in every case .0 
which such purchases were proposed to bq made, under the authority 
of the said recited Acts of the thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth years of his 
late Majesty, or either of them, and the proposals were accepted and 
approved of by the Commissioners for the time being of His Majesty s 
Treasury in Ireland; and in every other case in which such purchases 
wore proposed to be made under the authority of the said last-mentioned 
Acts, or either of them, or of the said recited Act of the third year of 
His present Majesty, and the proposals were accepted and approved, of 
by the Commissioners for the time being of His Majesty s Treasury 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, such appro- 
bation was declared in writing at the foot pf the proposal, and 
testified by the signatures of the said Commissioners of the Treasury 
of Ireland, or by the signatures of any three or more of the said 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury o! the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, at the time such approbation was given 
and so declared ; and from time to time after such approbation 
was so given and declared, on the said proposals of purchase, the 
intending purchasers respectively paid into the receipt of the Kings 
Majesty’s Exchequer in Ireland, according to the course of the said 
Exchequer, the several sums of money or prices which they had ic- 
spectively, by their said proposals, offered to give for the purchase of 
the Rent or Rents, and Fees therein set forth, and which had been 
approved of as aforesaid, the receipt of which said several sums ot 
money or prices, and the dates of the payment thereof, were respectively 
acknowledged and declared in writing on the same proposals of purchase 
respectively, testified by the signature or signatures of the proper officer

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or officers for the time being of His Majesty’s said Exchequer, and there- 
upon the same proposals of purchase in manner aforesaid approved of, 
and bearing thereon receipts for the payment of the purchase monies as 
aforesaid, were fully inrolled in a book or books kept for that purpose 
in the office of the Auditor of the Exchequer in Ireland, until the 5 
abolition of that office, and since the abolition of that office in the office 
of the Vice Treasurer of Ireland , in which last-mentioned office the 
same books of inrolment are now preserved as of record, and such 
inrolment was in each case certified in writing, on the said proposals, 
by the proper officer for the time being : 10 

And whereas it has been discovered that through inadvertence the 
recited enactments of the aforesaid Acts of the thirty-eighth year of 
his late Majesty and the third year of His present Majesty, which 
respectively required that upon payment of the monies agreed to he 
paid and approved of for the purchase of the rents and fees intended 15 
to be purchased and sold in the manner aforesaid, certificates of such 
purchases and sales, setting forth the particulars thereof, should be given 
by the proper officer of the receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer in 
Ireland , and be inrolled in the office of the Auditor of the Exchequer 
in Ireland , have not been in any case observed, but that instead 20 
of such certificates, the aforesaid proposals of purchase after the 
inrolment thereof as aforesaid, were delivered to and accepted by the 
intending purchasers respectively, as and for valid instruments of con- 
veyance of the rents and fees therein set forth specified and described : 

And whereas it is desirable, that in all cases where such proposals 25 
shall have been accepted, and the purchase monies paid as aforesaid, 
the Sales should be confirmed and rendered valid, notwithstanding 
the omission of the giving and inrolment of such Certificates ; 

1 I 5 G& it therefore Qfcuacteti, by The KIN G’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 30 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT in every case where any pro- 
posal shall in manner aforesaid have been accepted, and the purchase 
money paid into the receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer in Ireland as 
aforesaid, the Rent, if the purchase shall have been of a Rent intended 35 
to be extinguished, shall be deemed and considered to have become 
extinguished, and if the purchase shall not have been of a Rent in- 
tended to be extinguished, then the Rent so purchased shall be deemed 
and considered to have become vested in the purchaser, his heirs, and 
assigns or successors, under and by virtue of the said recited Acts 
at the time of the inrolment of such proposal, as fully and effectually to 
all intents and purposes, as the same would have so become extin- 
guished or vested at the time of the inrolment of the Certificate by the 
said Acts respectively directed to be given and inrolled, if a certificate 
on such sale had been duly given and inroiled, pursuant to the. provisions 
of the said Acts respectively. 

And 
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And be it further Enacted, That the confirmation hereby made of 
sales, under the authority or supposed authority of the said several Acts 
hereinbefore recited, shall operate and enure not only to confirm and 
establish the right of the respective purchasers, and those claiming under 
5 them, to the receipt of the Rents and Fees so sold for the time, to come, 
but also to confirm and establish all acts, deeds and assurances, here- 
tofore made done and executed, by such purchasers respectively, and 
any parties claiming under them, and also to confer upon and vest in 
such purchasers respectively, and those claiming under them, all rights 
10 and remedies which, if such sales had been originally valid, such pur- 
chasers respectively, or those claiming under them, would now have or 
be entitled to, against any other party or parties, for or in respect of 
any arrears of Rent now due, or for or in respect of any other matter 
or thing connected with or relating to the Rents so purchased, it being 
15 intended and hereby declared, that the confirmation hereby made of the 
said sales shall not merely operate and enure to render the same valid, 
as Irom the time of passing this Act, but shall be retrospective, and 
have relation back to the time when such sales were effected, by the 
inrolment of the proposals of purchase respectively aforesaid, so as to 
•20 render the same originally valid, to all intents and purposes, notwith- 
standing the defects hereinbefore mentioned. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That this Act shall not 
extend to confirm any sale of any Quit Rent, Crown, Composition, or 
other Rent, bolonging to the Crown in Ireland , unless it shall appear 
25 by the aforesaid books of inrolment, preserved in the office of the Vice 
Treasurer of Ireland , that the purchase money on such sale shall have 
been duly paid. 

AND whereas from the words, “ for the time being,” having been 
omitted in some instances in the said recited Acts of the thirty-eighth 
30 and thirty-ninth years of his late Majesty, after mention of his Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant, and also in the said recited Act of the third 
year of the reign of His present Majesty, after mention of the Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, Doubts have been suggested whether 
the powers by the said Acts respectively given, were in those instances 
35 in which the said words are omitted, given to the then present and any 
future Lord Lieutenant of Ireland and Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Treasury respectively, or only to the then present Lord Lieutenant and 
Commissioners respectively, TO remove such Doubts, IT is hereby 
Declared, That whenever in either of the said three last-mentioned Acts, 
40 the Lord Lieutenant or Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury are 
named, the words are intended to apply not only to the then present 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland and Commissioners of His Majesty’s Trea- 
sury respectively, but also to all future Lords Lieutenants of Ireland 
and Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury respectively.
